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Report of Selectmen 


January 17, 1973 
To the Citizens of the Town of Milibury: 


The Board of Selectmen respectfully submit the reports of 
the various ‘Town Officers tor the year enaing December 31, 1972. 


The Board of Selectmen reorganized after the Annuai Town 
Election appomting Hymen J. Hy Sclar, Chairman, Harold F. 
Ustrowski, Clerk, and yonn S. Donnelly, Jr., Member. 


Attendance records from January 1, 1972, through Decem- 
ber 31, 1972.

The following Special Town Meetings were called: 


January 31, 1972 
April 24, 1972 
November 27, 1972 


The Board held a public hearing on Cable TV on March 29, 
1972, and there was approximately a 95% show of hands for 
approval. Due to a grandtather clause, Parker Cablevision erected 
wires prior to approval and was immediately ordered to remove 
these wires. After the public hearing the Board voted unanimously 
to award licenses to Video Link and Parker Cablevision subject 
to their accepting our contract. 


The Board had several meetings with the State Fire Mar- 
shal, Department of Public Utilities, Town Officials, and officials 
of Rural Gas, Route 146, prior to granting approval of a license, 
concerning the children’s safety at Elmwood Street School and 
the safety of the Town of Millbury. Rural Gas agreed to comply 
with all State and Town codes before approval was granted by 
the State. 


The Board sent letters to Governor Sargent, Senator Foley, 
and Representatives Dwinell and Nash requesting their support 
of legislation to rescind the Police and Fire Chiefs’ Pay Raise 
Bill. They, also, requested their opposition to any legislation on 
binding arbitration. 
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Civil Service exams were taken for the position of Sergeant. 
After the list was received from Civil Service, the Board reviewed 
the applicants and a new Sergeant was appointed. 


A new Personnel Board was appointed, in accordance with 
Town By-law, to arbitrate and control expenditures for the 
personnel of the Town. 


A safety program was approved to conduct a survey of the 
Town for traffic signs, roadmarking, stop signs, etc., at no cost 
to the Town. The program is called “TOPICS” and is State ap- 
proved. 


Lights at Windle Field Tennis Courts were installed, after 
several controversial meetings, for the benefit of the athletic and 
recreational needs of the Town. 


During the year 1972, the Conservation Commission was 
put in full authority of the Hatch Act. 


The Selectmen authorized the employees under the Emerg- 
ency Employment Act to assist in the Food Surplus Program 
which serves the needy and elderly. 


Over a period of two months, the Board of Selectmen inter- 
viewed several engineering firms for the purpose of conducting 
a survey of the Water Company. The cost of this survey will be 
provided at the Annual Town Meeting when the people will be 
asked to act on an article for this purpose. 


Several meetings were held with the Conservation Commis- 
sion, Parks Commission, Board of Health, and Finance Commit- 
tee with regard to the swimming and recreational facilities and a 
special Town Meeting voted approval to negotiate with the Polish 
National Alliance for the possible sale of their property on Dor- 
othy Pond, the results of which are to be given and the final vote 
taken at the Annual Town Meeting. 


The Selectmen in conjunction with the Finance Committee 
and the insurance companies made an extensive review of the 
insurance coverage of the Town and as a result approval was 
given by the Board to reappraise all Town property. A survey 
of the contents of all Town buildings was also made resulting 
in an up-dating and bringing into line the Town’s Insurance 
Coverage. 


The Board has recently appointed a Revenue Sharing Ad- 
visory Committee. All departments have been notified to report 
in writing any needs which would fall into the Revenue Sharing 
Program and the newly appointed committee will review these 
proposals establishing priorities for action at a future Town 
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Meeting. As of this writing two checks have been received. ‘The 
first covering the period irom January 1, 1972, to June 30, 19/2, 
for $89,754.00 and the second covering the period trom July 1, 
1972, to December 31, 1972, for $86,127.0U. 


The Town also received lottery assistance from the State 
amounting to $53,816.65. 


Due to the fiscal year change over, all departments have 
worked diligently in an effort to prepare an 18-month budget 
and the Board of Selectmen would like to thank them at this 
time for their hard work and cooperation throughout the year.

I hereby submit my annual report for the year ending De- 
cember 1972. All programs and Safety Instructions presented 
throughout our school system was approved by the Chief of Police 
and Supt. of Schools with the cooperation of Principals and teach- 
ers of the respective schools. | 


I have attended 18 Safety Officer’s meetings during the year. 
We had a Bicycle Safety Inspection program again this year 
which was greatly improved from our previous ones. I wish to 
thank the Ladies Aux. of the V.F.W. for their donation of “Lite 
A Bike” kits and all the clerical work they did on inspection day. 
Also, the Millbury Aux. Police for their devotion and hard work 
in making the Bicycle program a success. We held bicycle insnec- 
tions at Elmwood St. School, Memorial High School ,and Dorothy 
Pond School and inspected a total of 182 bicycles. We have av- 
prox. 634 bicycles in Millbury. We had 3 personal injury acci- 
dents reported. There were many minor individual accidents— 
two on a bike—hit the curb—and falling off the bike—running 
into solid objects—riding unsafe bicycles and many incidents 
which were never revorted. New bicycle laws are being acted on 
and may become effective in 1973 which will regulate bicycles 
and prevent accidents.

Sunshine or rain, hot or cold, these devoted people are there 
doing their job, protecting the children of Millbury, teaching them 
safety when crossing the streets. 
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WINTER NO PARKING was very effective again this year.

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Report of Sewerage Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of 
the Town of Millbury, we respectfully submit our Annual Town 
Report for the year ending 1972. 


Laterals to property lines are 99% installed and as of De- 
cember 31, 1972, three hundred eighty four (384) houses have 
been connected to these laterals and these home owners are re- 
ceiving the benefits derived from the Town Sewerage System. 
Along with these house connections, industry has tied into the 
system and they, also, are realizing the benefits. 


The plant is designed to treat two million, four hundred 
thousand (2,400,000) gallons of sewerage per day or a yearly total 
of eight hundred seventy-six million (876,000,000) gallons. During 
1972, which was the first full year of operation, the total raw 
sewerage treated was one hundred fifty million (150,000,000) 
gallons which means the plant operated at 17% of its capacity. 


Besides the Board of Commissioners the department has three 
men working at the plant or on the road and a secretary located 
at the Town Office who is available to assist the public with any 
questions they may have. One of these men at this writing is em- 
ployed under the Emergency Employment Act and it is this De- 
partment’s contention to continue a person in this position once 
the E.E.A. Program is discontinued. During the summer and fal! 
of 1972 these three men installed eight hundred seventy-three 
(873) feet of 8 in. sewerage mains and 6 in. house laterals at a to- 
tal cost of $5.58 per foot, as compared to contractors bid prices of 
$19.00 to $40.00 per foot. It is this Department’s objective that 
wherever and whenever it is feasible we will continue to install 
sewerage lines in order to have the Town realize this savings. In 
addition to the above construction performed, they maintained 
the plant and system to a high degree of professionalism and by 
doing so the Town obtained one of the highest efficiency ratings 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Our Superintendent is 
enrolled in a field study training program given by Sacramento 
State College at Merrimack College and Lowell Technological 
Institute. Our Assistant Treatment Plant Operator has just com- 
pleted a twenty week course conducted by the Massachusetts Di- 
vision of Water Pollution Control at Merrimack College. The 
Commissioners feel we are quite fortunate to have people of this 
caliber under our employment and by having these peuple we can 
assure the Town that the one million five hundred thousand dollar 
($1,500,000) treatment facility is in very capable hands. 
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At the special town meeting held on November 27, 1972, 
three articles were presented for inclusion in the By-Laws of the 
Town.

The establishment of a Sewerage Reserve ac- 
count. By accepting these three articles with a favorable vote the 
Commissioners would like to thank the voters of Millbury as this 
is a step in the right direction for progress and future long term 
planning for a total Town Sewerage System. 


We are now looking to the future and have established figures 
for the following Project areas to work with:

To the Citizens of Millbury and Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Pruning and limbing of street trees had to be done in most 
parts of town. Roadside trees cut down and removed for disposal 
were: 16 Ash, 13 Maple, 8 Oak, 3 Pine, 2 Boxwood, 2 Poplar 
and 1 Apple tree. These trees were diseased, dead and in many 
cases dangerous. One hundred and sixty-six Elm trees were cut 
down and removed for disposal. We also tagged 21 Elm trees 
for Dutch Elm Disease during 1972. These should be cut down 
by May, 1973. We had a couple of bad wind storms that caused 
a lot ot damage during the year. 


Fifty Maple trees were planted along town streets, We also 
had a fine Arbor Day Program at Millbury Center School. The 
faculty were very helpful in obtaining a movie and gave awards 
for Arbor Day Posters. Each student was given a Little Leaf 
Linden Tree in peat moss with instructions as to how to plant it. 
A total of 500 ot these trees were planted. 


Oak Skeletonizer was the outstanding pest of the year. We 
thought this pest had peaked during 1971. 1 intend to check with 
the Snade ‘ree Laboratory of the University of Massachusetts 
and it need be, we will spray town trees for this pest this year.

Report of Dog Officer 


To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The activities of this Department for the year 1972 are as 
follows: 


October 1, 1972, brought the retirement of Mrs. Frances M. 
Colby from the office of dog officer. Mrs. Colby and her husband 
have performed the duties of dog officer for the past seventeen 
years. I shall take this opportunity to express the Town’s sincere 
thanks for their dedicated service. 


In 1972, there were ninety-one (91) complaints received, 
one hundred six (106) strays reported, and one hundred one (101) 
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bodies removed from the highways. Many lost dogs were returned 
to their owners quickly because they were properly licensed and 
had the license tags attached to their collars or harness. 


Stray dogs without license tags are kept for a period of ten 
(10) days after which they are sold or destroyed. In order to pro- 
tect your pet, notify the dog officer as soon as you discover the 
animal missing. 


Chapter 140, Section 137, states: ““Any owner or keeper of 
a dog three months old or over must cause it to be registred, num- 
bered, licensed.” Failure to do so can result in a fine of fiteen 
dollars ($15.00). 


Licenses for dogs are obtained at the Town Clerk’s office. 
Fees: Male, $3.00; spayed female (with certificate), $3.00; female, 
$6.00. 3 


Kennel licenses vary with the number of dogs. All dogs must 
be licensed April 1st of each year. 


Chapter 140, Section 145B of the General Laws, states:““Who 
ever is the owner or keeper of a dog six months of age or older 
shall cause such a dog to be vaccinated against rabies by a li- 
censed veterinarian. Unvaccinated dogs acquired or brought into 
the Commonwealth shall be vaccinated within thirty (30) days 
after acquisition or entry into the Commonwealth, or upon reach- 
ing the age of six months, whichever comes later. Vaccinated dogs 
shall be revaccinated periodically in accordance with the rules 
and regulations adopted by the Department of Public Health. 
Whoever violates the provisions of this Section shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than fifty dollars ($50.00). 


As the population of the Town increases, so do the number of 
dogs and dog-related problems, therefore, the cooperation of the 
general public will be greatly appreciated in the coming year.

On January 25, 1972 the board of directors voted to award 
the General Contract to DiLibero Construction Co. for the build- 
ing of 60 units for the elderly located off South Main Street. The 
new street being named Colonial Drive. Contracts between Di- 
Libero Construction Co., The Department of Community Affairs 
and the Millbury Housing Authority were signed in Boston on 
February 17, 1972. Reinhardt Associates of Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts is the Architect, Robert Gabriel of Northboro is the at- 
torney for the housing authority and Edward Plante is the clerk of 
the works. Work on the new Project 667-2 was to begin on March 
6, 1972, but due to inclement weather and excess of water, no 
progress was seen until the first part of May. 


We are pleased at this time to report that all buildings, five 
apartment buildings and one community building are up and en- 
closed. At this time, it is hoped by all concerned that the project 
will be ready for occupancy by July, 1973. Sewerage for this 
project has already been connected. 


On January 18, 1972, bids for sewerage connections for 
Projects 667-1 and 200-1 were opened and contracts were awarded 
to Benjamin Chase of Wilkinsonville for Project 200-1 and to A. 

Sewerage connections 
for both projects have been completed. 


On January 25, 1972, bids for replacing the furnaces in 
Project 200-1 were opened.

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Report of Re-Development Authority 
and the Industrial Development 
Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town 
of Millbury: 


Your Re-Development Authority and Industrial Development 
Commission have held six joint meetings in the year passed. It was 
felt that a common thread of interest was being followed by both 
groups and that a joint exploration of the problem would better 
serve the community. 


The group as a whole agreed that with town government be- 
coming increasingly complex and expensive a stable tax base an- 
chored on industrial tax revenue is going to be the major way of 
offsetting what the committee sees as an upward spiraling tax rate. 
After careful consideration of all alternatives, both groups agreed 
to put their efforts into site location and industrial recruiting. 


But alas, other town committees with different philosophies 
have done their homework well. Your committee finds that after 
a careful land and zoning audit there is no land of any consequence 
that is properly zoned for industrial use or that any land which is 
zoned industrially of any size is barred from use by flood plain 
zoning or other environmental considerations. This discovery leaves 
this group with no alternative but to report that if Millbury’s tax 
paying citizens are desirous of stabilizing the tax rate with indus- 
trial assistance the voters will mandate their Planning Board to 
have sections of the community rezoned for better land use. Should 
this be accomplished, this group has some startling tax revenue 
bearing ideas to present to the town.

GENERAL HIGHWAY 


The usual work has been performed under the General High- 
way and permanent road accounts. This includes the cleaning 
and sweeping streets, also cleaning out catch basins and gutters, 
general maintenance and patching as was deemed necessary. We

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Report of the Dog Leash Law Study 


To the citizens of Millbury: 


This committee was appointed to study the need for a dog 
leash law and to develop a leash law that will fit the needs of Mill- 
bury. Since our appointment we have explored all aspects of the 
doz problem. We reviewed the problem in other cities and towns 
and also discussed it with many residents of Millbury. In addition, 
we held a nublic information meeting to gain further insight into 
the dog-related problem. 


As a result of all the information we were able to acauire. this 
committee concluded that the primary purpose of a dog leash law 
is to orotect neonle from physical abuse from dogs. Our studies in- 
dicate that nearly all abuses caused bv dogs are against children. 
Further studies indicated that the problem was most prevalent dur- 
ing the time children were enroute to school. 


For this reason we concluded that a leash law should be 
adonted to order the restraining of dogs only during that time the 
prohlem is most prevalent. To require restraint anv longer would 
entail hardshin for the doe owners and considerable exnense to 
maintain a full time doo officer while only limited additional pro- 
tection would be obtained. 


Fxisting state laws sufficiently emnower the selectmen to or- 
der the Dos Officer to investigate complaints of nuisance dogs at all 
other times and to order them restrained if necessary. 


We therefore submit for the voters’ approval, a dog control 
bvlaw to cover the hours from 7:00 A.M. to 9:00 A.M. which we 
feel is adequate and should be adopted. If it later develops that this 
bvlaw is not sufficient to provide adequate protection it can be 
amended to extend the hours at any future town meeting.

Report of the Charter Commission 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of Millbury: 


The Charter Commission held its organizational meeting on 
March 14, 1972, and subsequently met on a weekly basis through 
December, 1972. The commission has met with ail town depart- 
ments heads and committee chairmen of their representatives, has 
held four public hearings and has published articles in a local 
paper in order to better understand the functions of the present 
town government, to hear recommendations from the citizens of 
Millbury and to inform the populace of the commissions abit 
ties and available alternative forms of government. 
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The commission has prepared its final report and a copy 
of it will be distributed to each household in town that has a reg- 
istered voter. 


The following is a very brief summary of the prepared charter: 

“Upon approval by the voters, this charter will become effec- 
tive on October 1, 1973. The charter proposes a basic board of 
selectmen — open town meeting —- town manager form of gov- 
ernment, and it vests the town manager with responsibilities for 
general administration, financial procedures, public safety, public 
works, personnel and planning.” 


“The annual town meeting will convene on the first Saturday 
in May and the annual town election will be held on the second 
Saturday in May.” 


The commission feels that the time has come for a reor- 
ganization of town government. Society has changed and the prob- 
lems and role of government have changed tremendously. The 
part-time government instituted in 1813 is no longer capable of 
providing a realistic approach to a fulltime, multi-million dollar 
corporation. 


The commission would like to thank all those individuals 
who assisted it, and strongly recommend that the proposed charter 
be accepted by the voters of Millbury.

Report of the Municipal Office 


Building Committee 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens of the Town 
of Millbury: 


Since the March, 1972 town meeting, this Committee has 
been actively involved in pursuing the final elements of their 
duties. That is, the construction of the new Municipal Office 
Building. 


The final course of action was that of having the Architect 


submit final plans and the Committee’s selection of the final de- 
tails and materials to be used in the building. Once this was ac- 
complished, the drawings were finalized in order to go out for 
both Sub-Bids and General Bids. 


By the General Laws of the State of Massachusetts in regards 
to the construction of a public building, there are thirteen sub- 
trades that must be released for Sub-Bids. For these sub-trades. 
we had an excellent participation which resulted in the Committee 
receiving seventy-nine bids. We received seven General Contrac- 
tor’s bids and, after a great deal of legal problems of which most 
of you may have read involving both the State Department of 
Labor and Superior Court, we were able to award a General Con- 
tract to Del Signore Construction Company of Worcester. During 
the period of legality difficulties, we lost approximately one month 
of our time schedule and it now apvears the Building is .heduled 
for an October, 1973 completion date. 


At this writing, which is early January, work on the site has 
been progressing steadily forward. We have made one major 
change: construction of a full basement under the front half of 
the building complete with cement slab floor. The original specifi- 
cations called for an unfinished crawl space, but after weighing 
all the alternatives, it was this Committee’s decision to finish this 
area at a cost of twelve thousand ($12,000) dollars. This minimum 
expenditure will give the Town five thousand (5,000) square 
feet of easy-to-develop expansion space for the future. 


Ledge has been a major problem. To date, one thousand three 
hundred (1,300) yards has been encountered. All footings are in 
place along with main sewerage lines, surface drain lines. under- 
ground electrical conduits, and twelve thousand (12,000) yards 
of fill has been hauled in and compacted. At last inspection, the 
vault walls were being constructed and the remaining foundation 
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walls are targeted for completion in mid-February. Once the 
foundation is completed, structural steel will be put in place and 
then the upper floor will start taking form. 


Weekly job site meetings are taking place with the Contrac- 
tor, Architect and Committee representative. During these meet- 
ings, any problems or decisions needed are resolved in order not 
to delay the project. 


The Committee would like to thank the Planning Board for 
the loan of a few hours per day of their Emergency Employment 
Act employee, Mr. Edward Darzenkiewicz, who is assisting us by 
making daily inspections and submitting a daily written report to 
the Chairman. We also would like to thank other citizens and 
Town Officials who have given this Committee assistance to reach 
the point we are now at in this project.

Report of the Superintendent 
of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I hereby respectfully submit my fifth annual report and the 
eighty-third in the series of reports of the Millbury school superin- 
tendents. The educational program continued to move ahead briskly 
in the area of curriculum. The entire staff has been most cooperative 
in maintaining an even keel through the many trials and tribulations 
of local and national politics. Countless hours have been spent in 
providing quality education at relatively modest costs. Cooperation 
among all town departments did not match last year’s levels as per- 
sonal ambition sometimes hindered smooth working relationships. In 
the school department, however, all staff personnel exerted a maxi- 
mum effort to keep all channels of communication open and protect 
the high standards being carried on by the children. We must all 
work together to preserve the dignity of our community. In spite of 
physical hardship in our facilities there is hope that the new building 
program will create something positive for our town, and this is sorely 
needed. All other petty squabbling must take a back seat for the good 
of our community. 


The Shape of Education on the National Scene, 1972 


This was a year of uncertainty on the national level due to cut- 
backs in federal programs, lack of firm leadership in the U. S. Office 
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of Education, and the publication of conflicting research in all areas 
of education. Investigations into the British open classroom concept 
made itself felt as well as mini-courses, reviewed emphasis in voca- 
tional education, and a mass of materials to individualize and hu- 
manize the curriculum. Court battles are shaping up over inequalities 
in the property tax to finance schools as well as increased rights for 
minors in the area of free speech and due process. All over the nation 
school systems are battling parent apathy, small, but vocal, extremist 
groups, and spiralling costs being borne by more and more people 
with fixed incomes. These are indeed the turbulent seventies. 

The Shape of Education on the Local Scene, 1972 


With the aid of increased federal funds and dedicated staff, Mill- 
bury is continuing to update its program. We have concentrated 
strongly in the area of basic math skills and language arts based on 
extensive testing last year, and I am happy to report that our chil- 
dren have improved dramatically in these areas. We have had pro- 
fessional inquiries into our methods of remediation and tutoring by 
outside educators, and we have shared our ideas with others. We are 
reaching a plateau due to the physical limitations of the schools 
themselves, but relief appears to be at hand. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE ASSISTANT 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


This is my second annual report to you and it is a genuine plea- 
sure for me to report on the progress being made in our instructional 
programs. 


The opening of the 1972 school year brought with it many in- 
structional improvements. Our elementary reorganization program 
was approved and smoothly effected. The Center School was painted 
and brightly decorated for young children and a library/media center 
was established for grades 1-3. Our elementary program was divided 
between a primary grade principal (grades 1-3) and an intermediate 
grade principal (grades 4-6). Assistant principals for each level were 
appointed by the School Committee so that more administrative time 
could be devoted to working with classroom teachers and, in turn, to 
place a new emphasis on individualizing instruction by providing for 
a more open approach to meeting student needs and interest. 


Our biggest disappointment was the defeat of the school building 
program. For all practical purposes We are now on couble-sessions 
and with compliance to the State mandate to establish kindergartens 
by September, 1973, we see before us only greater demand for facility 
use. We sincerely request community support for the school proposal 
which will be submitted by the School Building Committee. This pro- 
gram is a modest proposal which will be of tremendous assistance to 
us in improving our programs at all instructional levels. A new school 
building will allow us to cease double sessions, provide adequate space 
areas for program improvement, allow for expanded intra-mural and 
interscholastic sports programs as well as the expansion of extra class 
activities for students at all grade levels. 


Summer Programs 


This past summer we were able to conduct three summer pro- 
grams. The high school program and the special education program 
were entirely new. The third program was our elementary Title I 
program. Over one hundred students participated in our high school 
program which offered some nine different courses. Our special edu- 
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cation program included all grade levels and provided instruction and 
recreation activities for fifteen youngsters. 


In addition to our summer instructional programs, we had two 
elementary curriculum committees at work. Both were five-week pro- 
grams which charged teachers with the responsibility of developing 
curriculum materials and guidelines for staff members in the areas 
of math and science. The curriculum guides have since been com- 
pleted and are now in the hands of our elementary teachers. Work- 
shops and in-service meetings have taken place so that our guides can 
be used as effectively as possible. 


Federal Programs 


During the 1972 school year, our progress in securing Federal 
funds for instructional programs under the National Defense Edu- 
cation Act (NDEA) and under the Elementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act (ESHA) reached new heights. Twelve projects plus our 
application for P.L. 874 funds were approved for a total amount 
which exceeded $102,665.00. In addition to P.L. 874 grants totaling 
$21,752.00, we conducted the following programs: A Title I ESEA 
teacher-aide project for selected students in grades 1-6; A special 
purpose Title II ESEA grant of $4,000 for implementing a math lab 
approach for selected students in grades 1-4; A school year Title II 
ESEA grant for the Elmwood School amounting to $3,187 for the pur- 
pose of acquiring library books, filmstrips, transparencies, tapes, re- 
cords, loop films, etc. Eight Title ITI NDEA projects were approved 
for approximately $33,822 which have made it possible for us to pur- 
chase needed equipment in such areas as reading, math, science, 
English and history. Special note should be made of the fact that 
our math NDEA project was approved as a model project for ap- 
proximately $17,900 and has made it possible for us to improve our 
teaching methods and techniques. Approval was received to conduct 
a Title I ESEA Summer Program for selected students in grades 1-6. 
Our grant was for approximately $15,400 and made it possible for us 
to provide small group and individualized instruction to more than 
one hundred students. The importance of these programs and the 
benefits that Millbury students have derived from them have in 
many instances been outstanding. However, special note should be 
made of the fact that as of this writing, the President has not ap- 
proved funds for P.L. 874 or NDEA funding. We hope that possibly by 
March, 1973, new legislation will be introduced by Congress and ap- 
proved by the President. 


Elementary Education 


On the elementary level an additional reading specialist and 
girls’ physical education teacher were appointed to expand instruc- 
tion in these two vital areas. For the first time selected students in 
grades 4-6 will have the benefit of receiving instruction by a reading 
specialist. Moreover, classroom teachers may now consult with a 
reading specialist relative to special instructional materials, diag- 
nosing reading problems and presenting remediation and corrective 
instruction for students in need of such instruction. The appointment 
of a girls’ physical education teacher has made it possible for us to 
expand physical education to two periods a week for all elementary 
students, plus we are now able to provide an introduction to girls’ 
sports such as field hockey, gymnastics, basketball and track and 
field. Our future plans are to offer intramural sports to both boys 
and girls attending the Elmwood Street School. 


The Federal projects which have been covered have provided us 
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in the effective use of media has keen the appointment of two ele- 
mentary and two secondary media clerks. We fully appreciate their 
efforts in assisting our librarians in the cataloging, dispensing and 
reproducing instructional materials for both teachers and students. 
The organization of the Center School library/media center entailed 
many hours of work but now seems to be a reality and is now being 
used by both teachers and students. 


Secondary Education 


During the 1971-72 school year, the School Committee approved 
a 15-week drug education in-service program for elementary and 
high school teachers. This year, we are following this up with an 8- 
week drug education program for our junior high teachers. We are 
also very pleased to report that a 15-week language arts in-service 
program is underway which should be especially helpful to us as we 
move ahead in improving our reading and study skills instruction 
to junior high students. New also this year has been the implementa- 
tion of a junior high special education program which we believe is 
a very positive move for those students who are slow learners. 


Millbury high school offers a comprehensive program of studies 
to its student body. A number of new programs have been imple- 
with new audio-visual equipment and softwear. Tied to our increase 
mented in the areas of science, social studies and English. In addi- 
tion our independent study programs and especially our work study 
programs are moving ahead satisfactorily. However, our newest sec- 
ondary program has not yet been fully implemented. State Depart- 
ment approval has been received to implement Project MATURE 
(Millbury’s Attempt To Underwrite Real Education). This program is 
designed to allow students to elect from various options. Students 
will be able to attend mini courses, participate in a program of inde- 
pendent study, be involved in a work study program, tutor other stu- 
dents, do volunteer work in the school or community and possibly 
take courses in other schools or colleges. We are quite excited about 
this new program and believe it offers students some very real oppor- 
tunities to assume responsibility and become involved in programs 
which will be both rewarding and meaningful to them. 


In summary, special note should be made to the very fine support 
which has come from Dr. Elkins, our entire staff, School Committee 
and parents. It is indeed a pleasure and a delight to see our instruc- 
tional programs move ahead and we hope you will continue to share 
your concerns with us. Your support and confidence are sincerely 
appreciated. 


GRADES 1-6 
Report of the Principal for Grades 1-3 


A new approach to teaching the math curriculum has been intro- 
duced in Grades 1-6 in the Millbury Schools. 


Last year the evidence was clear that a more individualized ap- 
proach was necessary to meet the needs of each student. A commit- 
tee of teachers, under the guidance of Dr. Alfred Sylvia and Mr. 
Kelton Johnson, prepared a program to individualize the math curri- 
culum in Grades 1-6 under a Title III program. The program was 
accepted and funded for $18,000.00. Programmed materials, games, 
charts, transparencies, filmstrips, cassette tapes, and appropriate 
projectors and listening devices were selected and purchased to im- 
plement the program. 
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During this past summer, a math committee, led by Mrs. Cathe- 
rine Gaucher and teachers representing Grades 1-6 in the elementary 
grades, reviewed the new math materials purchased under the Title 
III funds and prepared a curriculum guide directing the use of these 
new materials. The committee also attended a two week workshop at 
Worcester State College for the preparation of teacher-made ma- 
terials to individualize math instruction. Four workshops have been 
held since September by the math committee to familiarize the 
teachers of Grades 1-6 with the new math materials. In September, 
a workshop was held at the Elmwood Street School for all teachers, 
Grades 1-6, to introduce the curriculum directory, programmed ma- 
terials, and equipment. In October, two workshops were held at Cen- 
ter School for teachers of Grades 1-3, emphasizing teacher-made 
materials for classroom use to stimulate learning experiences and 
provide individual math activities. Our last workshop was held De- 
cember 5th, at the Elmwood Street School for teachers of Grades 
4-6. The teacher response has been most rewarding. All classrooms 
now have a math activity center where students can work with mani- 
pulative aids, games, and instructional devices. 


Since the beginning of this school year, Miss Diane Nicoli and 
Mrs. Karen Bouchard of Center School h®ve developed a new multi- 
level program involving their two third grade classes in a team teach- 
ing situation. Their students are given a job sheet each Monday 
which structures the work expected to be accomplished by the fol- 
lowing Friday. Each student has the prerogative to choose the 
method of completing the assignments which suits him best, and 
to work on each assignment at his own rated speed. 


These two classrooms are composed of various work centers con- 
taining a variety of audio-visual and self-directine materials. The 
atmosphere is free, in the sense that the children may work where 
they desire within the room, and can choose, with guidance, the ma- 
terials best suited to their method of learning. For incentive, points 
are given for each assignment completed. These points are recorded 
on a student’s chart each week, thus displaying to the student his 
own progress. These children know at all times how many points they 
have achieved, and these points are applied to an incentive program 
where a small prize can be given for their accomplishments. 


In this type of program, the teacher has to be able to coordinate 
all materials to meet the individual needs of the children. Because 
many of these materials are self-directing. the teachers are better 
able to give individual attention to those children who need it. 


Both Team Teachers feel that this program has been beneficial 
in many ways. First and foremost, the children seem to be greatly 
motivated. They have also developed at great sense of responsibility 
and independence. The cooperation and social interaction between 
students has broadened their awareness of others. It seems to be very 
evident that most of these children have developed a better attitude 
toward themselves, school, and learning. First Grade Teachers in all 
our Elementary Schools have expressed enthusiasm for our new Scott 
Foresman Reading Program, and are pleased with its appeal to our 
First Graders and their involvement with the program. Workshops 
to acquaint our First and Second Grade staff with these new ma- 
terials have been held, and a third workshop will be conducted before 
our Second Graders begin the program in the fall of 1973. 


It is our aim at the Primary Level to make school an exciting and 
enjoyable place in which to learn and grow. By creating this atmo- 
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sphere of warmth and acceptance, by equipping our classrooms with 
the best in learning materials, and by encouraging team teaching 
efforts and creative teacher endeavors, we hope to achieve these goals. 


Report of the Principal, Mr. James O’Leary 
Improving Science Instruction 


This past summer our staff members (Janice Dawson, Dorothy 
Potter and Jane Wojciechowski) spent c ountless days in independent 
research and an intensified Science course at Worcester State Col- 
lege to prepare a ““Teacher’s Guide for Science Instruction’ (making 
better use of the newer methods and materials in teaching Science). 
This guide has since been distributed to each teacher. This same 
committee has also demonstrated and explained the proper uses of 
these methods and materials to all teachers at the Elmwood Street 
School through an Inservice Science Workshop. 


Outdoor Education 


Our philosophy is one of commitment to the development of an 
interdisciplinary approach to the teaching of ecology and outdoor 
education. Program emphasis will be placed upon introducing a wide 
range of subjects in the teaching of outdoor education. Teachers 
will be encouraged, supported and provided with instructional ma- 
terials which will allow them to make provisions for individual dif- 
ferences, small group instruction and in-depth projects for students 
who have special interests or needs. 


The town of Millbury is very fortunate in having an outstanding 
outdoor classroom site around the Elmwood Elementary School. The 
area, involved is auite large in size and consists of a variety of eco- 
logical habitats. A walk through the area would permit the observer 
to enter a nature pine stand. mixed hardwood forest, very interesting 
ledge area, an intermittent stream and marsh area. Running 
throughout the area are many well defined trails which make the 
area entirely accessible at the present time. 


On November 8. 1972, I had applied to the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture—Soil Conservation Service—for free tech- 
nical aid and advice in setting up nature trails. outdoor classrooms, 
etc. based on the capabilities of the land, its need for protection and 
improvement. 


On November 28. 1972, our application has been approved and 
we should be well into the developmental stages by early spring of 
1973. At the present time, we are usine the area for general lessons 
in “nature studies” by those staff members who feel competent and 
comfortable in a non-formal classroom situation. There will be a 
need to conduct in-service workshops for the teachers in environ- 
mental education and in how to specifically use the area around the 
Flmwood School, Once a program has been established for the 
teachers, then a coordinated program should be established which 
would enable the other Millbury Schools to utilize the Elmwood 
Street School site. 


To complement our educational program, we have the services 
of the following teacher svecialists: Svecial Education, Perceptual, 
Sneech. Title I, Reading, Guidance. Media Specialist and Librarian. 
These teachers offer individual and group work, to certain pupils, 
that cannot be normally carried on in a regular classroom situation 
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because of the size of the classroom and the specialization needed 
in handling these children. 


Special Education 


Due to the recently introduced state regulations, the children 
in the Elementary Intermediate Special Class, housed at Elmwood 
Street Elementary School, have been integrated whenever possible 
into the regular classes. (i.e., music, art, gym and subject areas) 


Among the many noteworthy activities was a very special 
Thanksgiving dinner shared with one fifth grade class. The menu 
prepared largely by the students included turkey and stuffing, In- 
dian corn bread, pumpkin pies and cider. 


For Christmas the children have been preparing a gingerbread 
village. They are also working toward a spring “Puppet Show” pro- 
duction. 


A new program was inaugurated by the guidance department in 
erades 4, 5, and 6. This consisted of the addition of the series ‘“‘Di- 
mensions of Personality” in these grades. Grade 4 is using the 
text “Here I Am,” grade 5 has the text “I’m Not Alone,” and grade 
6 is using the text “Becoming Myself.” The straightforward. mature 
approach to their emotional life gives the child much valuable in- 
formation and an onvortunity for reflection about their behavior 
and the reasons thev behave as they do. It helps them identifv their 
feelings and motivations. At the same time. it gives them opvortuni- 
ties to experience the dignity that belongs to themselves and others. 
The most significant factor about this program is that these in- 
sights can be readily carried over from the classroom to the personal 
life of the child, setting him on the road to a useful and happy life. 


On November 6th and 7th. teachers at the Elmwood Street 
School participated in a Drug Workshov conducted under the di- 
rection of Richard Luikey and John McSheehv. Groups of 3-5 teach- 
ers met with a workshop leader for ninety minutes. 


Workshop goals included: 


to familiarize staff with fundamentals of Drug Pharma- 
cology 


to acouaint staff with varietv of drug related A-V equipment 
to review & re-enforce the proper use of Text 


suggest ontions & alternatives for a drug program in each 
classroom 


Teachers who were not able to participate in last vear’s Drug 
Inservice Course were informed of its contents and direction. Staff 
members were advised and siven conies of the Seope and Seauence of 
Drug Fdvestion as compiled in a study undertaken during the sum- 
mer of 1971. 


Finollv, as had heen stated in last vear’s revort. the sixth grade 
is involved in a career exploration program entitled “Finding vour 
Orbit.” Last year it was conducted on an experimental level. How- 
ever, this year. we are happy to report that it will be expanded to 
include the entire sixth grade. Much research has been conducted 
by Mr. Montimurro on the various programs throughout the nation 
that deal with this subiect. At the present time. a thorough and 
comprehensive program is being put together for presentation to the 
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sixth grade students in the Spring. The main objectives of the 
program are to have the children explore the wide variety of occu- 
pations, and to encourage wholesome attitudes toward work. 


Music Department 


One of the major objectives for the first three grades is to de- 
velop the childs ability to hear and reproduce sounds accurately. She 
is also striving to develop both physical and intellectual responses to 
mood and rhythm. These objectives are achieved by listening, sing- 
ing, dancing, hand clapping, tone matching etc. All of this is com- 
bined with activities which prepare the child for music reading readi- 
ness as well as help the child find his singing voice. 


The objectives for grade five are a continuance of those set up in 
the earlier grades. Greater emphasis is placed here on note reading 
and simple part singing along with the introduction of major and 
minor modes, simple solfege and some very basic music theory. 


Miss Archambeault is making full use of all the elementary 
musical equipment provided for her in each building. This includes 
pianos, organs, tone bars and rhythm band instruments. 


One of the highlights of the 1972 Christmas season was an as- 
sembly presented by grades four and five at the Elmwood Street 
School. All grade four classes were prepared and directed by Mr. 
Nagy. All grade five classes performed under the direction of Miss 
Archambeault. 


Mr. Michael Nagy is also teaching music at the elementary level 
and at the present time is handling grades four and six at the 


Elmwood Street School. 


His duties consist of teaching vocal and general music in these 
grades. He sees each fourth and sixth grade class for two forty-five 
minute periods per week. Activities in these classes consist of sing- 
ing, the learning of basic music fundamentals as well as some music 
theory. He also uses recordings and film strips which help to create 
a better understanding of the different forms and styles of music. 
This includes classical as well as popular and the modern folk idiom. 


Mrs. Eleanor Olson is teaching vocal and general music in grades 
seven and eight. She is also in charge of both junior and senior high 
school choruses. 


The grade seven music program contains a prepared series of 
musical happenings geared to interest the youngster in such a way 
as to create in him an avenue of self-expression. The philosophy of 
creating a situation for self expression finds its importance in letting 
the child discover within himself the innate ability to feel rhythm, 
the desire to listen to music of all types, to appreciate melody and 
create harmony. Another important consideration is making the 
student aware of the different areas in music. Singing, dancing, using 
rhythm instruments, listening to recordings and learning about the 
music from other parts of the world are some ways in which the class 
has an opportunity to feel music in its various forms. Equally impor- 
tant is the exposing of the more “Classical” side of music in the hope 
of kindling an appreciation for the many areas of sound and nur- 
turing an awareness of the universal role of music and to express 
oneself through a creative imagination. 


The grade eight music course concentrates on a deeper approach 
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in the learning and appreciating of music. Studies include a look at 
the evolution of sound, the history of such things as the piano and 
violin as well as attempts at creating original music by the pupils. 
Interest becomes more specialized by individual projects created by 
each student and presented to the class. In this way the student has 
the opportunity of following any particular topic that he finds espe- 
cially appealing. This paves the way, in some cases, for the pursuit of 
mre in high school which is one of the aims of junior high music 
classes. 


The Junior High Chorus is a group of musically interested stu- 
dents who enjoy singing and employ their talent on various occa- 
sions during the school year. Many move on to the High School 
Se which is the culmination of their musical career in the public 
schools. 


The Junior High Chorus performs at both the Christmas and 
Spring Concerts. The Senior High Chorus does both the above as well 
as High School Graduation and the National Honor Society induction. 


An elementary band is being organized at the Elmwood Street 
School. This will allow all pupils playing instruments to work to- 
gether giving them actual band experience and creating higher 
interest. 


We are also planning an elementary chorus at this building. 
Both of these groups will meet after school and I am planning trans- 
portation home for all students involved. 


I am also looking forward to the addition of an instrumental 
instructor. This will allow me more time to do much more in the way 
of planning, supervising and therefore upgrading the entire music 
program in the town of Millbury. 


Director of Special Services 


I hereby submit my third annual report as director of Special 
Services. The department of special services concerns itself with the 
implementation of programs at all levels for the atypical child. It is 
involved in serving youngsters who exhibit rather severe learning 
difficulties and limitations of different kinds and in varying degrees. 
Included in the service are the programs which have to do with 
speech, perceptual handicaps, special education and the co-operative 
program with the Greater Blackstone Valley Youth Guidance Center. 


The program for youngsters with speech problems is an on-going 
program. Youngsters at the elementary school level who were eval- 
uated in previous years are still receiving therapy in our program this 
year. Many youngsters, including transfer students, first-graders, and 
some from grades two through six have been evaluated and added to 
the class roster since September. As youngsters are referred by the 
classroom teacher, they are evaluated. If therapy iss needed, the 
children are taken into the program as soon as possible. At the time 
of the writing of this report, seventy young people are receiving help 
from the speech therapist. 


In the program for the perceptually handicapped seventy chil- 
dren are enrolled. Children with perceptual problems usually have 
average or better than average learning ability; their methods of 
learning differ from the usual methods and, therefore, their achieve- 
ment is limited both in quality and quantity. However, given remedial 
assistance they learn to help themselves; the prognosis for most chil- 
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dren with learning disabilities is excellent. Each child in the program 
has been evaluated and approved by the State Department of Edu- 
cation. At the end of the school year, children will be evaluated again. 
Those whose skills have improved so that they can function in the 
regular classroom without extra remedial help will be dismissed from 
the program; some will be continued for another year and those who 
are presently being evaluated, if approved by the state, will be put 
into the program for the next school year. The number of children 
who give evidence of perceptual handicaps has increased tremen- 
dously. It is very difficult for one person to travel to four schools, to 
work with seventy youngsters, to keep records of their progress, to 
prepare work for the several groups, and to test and evaluate chil- 
dren who are currently being referred. There is a definite need for 
more personnel in this area. 


In the area of special education much has been done to integrate 
youngsters in many of the regular programs offered by the school. 
Integration has been effected in physical education, speech therapy, 
music and art at the elementary-intermediate level. The children are 
also participating and sharing in many special programs. At the 
junior high level, pupils have been integrated in art, music, clothing, 
shop and physical education. At the senior high school level the stu- 
dents are integrated in art, physical education, typewriting, shop and 
mechanical drawing. 


At every level, integration into other areas is being studied. As 
the evaluating team feels that a child can benefit from a particplar 
program, the youngster will be given an opportunity to explore it. 
The state guidelines recommend integration in all areas where the 
child can benefit socially, physically and academically; however, 
integration is not mandatory in areas where the child would suffer 
failure, frustration and emotional upset. 


For the trainable class the day was extended approximately two 
hours. The young people in this class are in school from 9:00 a.m. to 
2:00 p.m.; formerly they were dismissed at 12:00 noon. The longer 
day gives the class the opportunity to participate in the school lunch 
program. It also affords more time for educational activities. 


The summer program in arts, crafts, foods and recreation was 
well received. The young people who participated derived feelings of 
pleasure and pride from their achievements in the crafts and foods 
projects. They enjoyed the weekly field trips; the places visited pro- 
vided new learning experiences for the entire group. The parents 
appreciated the program and expressed the hope that there will be 
more summer programs. 


The Greater Blackstone Valley Youth Guidance Center con- 
tinues to provide consultation service to our schools. Miss Mary Ann 
Sposini is in Millbury on the first and third Tuesdays of each month. 
She has an alternating schedule for visitations in order to synchro- 
nize her time with the junior and senior high school time schedule; 
on the first Tuesday her time is 9:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m.; on the other, 
it is 1:00 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. Counselors are able to discuss students’ 
problems with the consultant; if a referral seems necessary, efforts 
are made to involve the children and parents at the Guidance Center. 
Many problems go unresolved because parents are reluctant to be 
involved. The service to the school from the Center continues to be 
very helpful. Home evaluations have been done; therapy has been 
given; clinic staff members have come to the school to discuss prob- 
lems with classroom teachers and counselors. Counselors are able to 
telephone at any time to the social workers for information and help.

In the past year the program in special education has been ex- 
panded considerably. A classroom has been made available for the 
full time use of the junior-senior high students. The high school 
group has the room in the morning; the junior high class uses it in 
the afternoon. A junior high class was established so that the young 
people, aged twelve to fourteen, are attending classes in the same 
building as their peers and are participating in the same activities. 


Hopefully, an on-going three-year program in home-making may 
be developed for the senior high school group. A work-study program 
may be implemented for the senior year. Behavorial objectives and 
achievement goals for all levels need to be established. The integra- 
tion of Atypical pupils into regular classroom situations will continue 
to be expanded. The principals and teachers throughout the system 
have been very co-operative; their understanding and assistance in 
the classroom integration of pupils with learning problems is hereby 
acknowledged and very much appreciated. 


Guidance 


Counseling: During the past year counselors have seen the fol- 
lowing number of students in these categories:

This figure represents an average of approximately 9 interviews 
per day, per counselor. This also represents an increase of approxi- 
mately 50% in the number of interviews conducted daily by the 
counselors which I feel can be attributed to a growing acceptance 
of the program on the part of students, parents and teachers. 


Higher Education: Certain trends are becoming evident in ap- 
plications to higher education and these are an increasing number 
of students applying to the Regional Community Colleges, probably 
due to the financial situation, and an increasing number of appli- 
cants to the Trade Schools. 


The Class of 1972 had a total of 88 students, or 61%, applying 
to some form of higher education. Approximately 97% of these 
students were accepted to schools of higher education. The 3 stu- 
dents who were rejected were rejected by the trade schools and those 
students had application to no other schools, I feel that this figure 
will increase because of the growing demand for post-graduate edu- 
cation in the trades and the almost complete lack of facilities avail- 
able to students from Millbury. 


Elementary Guidance: Educators have come to realize that by 
the time many pupils reach secondary school they have acquired 
fairly well entrenched behavior patterns, attitudes and values, 
some of which do not prepare and equip them to meet the demands 
of their environment. It is very clear that the child’s experiences 
in elementary school greatly affect his future behavior, and guidance 
can play an important role in these early school years, particularly 
in the development of behavior patterns, attitudes, values and a 
healthy concept of self and others. 
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The guidance program, in grades 1-3 focuses on three variables 
in each pupil’s life. The individual pupil himself, his environment 
and the ways in which the pupil reacts to and interacts with his 
environment. 


Many procedures are involved in reaching each pupil. In ad- 
dition to individual counseling which is available to all, small group 
counseling and classroom guidance activities secure the participation 
oi all pupils in group discussion and reinforcement activities. 


At grades 4, 5, and 6 a new program has been inaugurated by 
the guidance department in order to reinforce those programs in 
grades 1-3. 'The program consists of a series entitled ‘‘Dimensions 
ot Personality.” Grade 4 is using the text “Here I Am,” Grade 5 has 
the text “I’m Not Alone,” and Grade 6 is using the text ‘‘Becoming 
Myselt.’” The straightiorward, mature approach to their emotional 
lite gives the children much valuable information and an opportunity 
tor reflection about their behavior and the reasons they behave as 
they do. The program, is helping them identify their feelings and 
motivations. At the same time it gives them opportunities to ex- 
perience the dignity that belongs to themselves and others. Per- 
haps the most significant factor is that these insights can be readily 
carried over from the classroom to the personal life of the child, 
setting him on the road to a useful and happy life. 


In addition to the above programs the grade 6 students will 
also be involved in a career exploration program during the second 
half of the year. This program, entitled “Finding Your Orbit” was 
begun last year with two grade 6 classrooms and due to its success 
was expanded to the entire sixth grade this year. The main objec- 
tives of the program are to have the students explore a wide variety 
of occupations and to encourage wholesome attitudes towards work. 


The aspect of career exploration is also continued in grades 7 
and 8. 


Testing Program: Students in grades 2, 3, 4, 6, 8, and 10 were 
all given aptitude and ability tests. These tests, the results of which 
were distributed to students, as well as teachers and administrators, 
have proven to be beneficial in evaluating various aspects of the 
curriculum and in helping teachers and counselors work more ef- 
fectively with students within their ability levels. Students in grades 
6 and 7 were also administered tests of reading skills. The results 
of these tests were used to formulate the new language arts program 
that is presently in existence in the Junior High School. 


In conclusion, I would like to thank the school administration, 
the Millbury School Committee and the residents of Millbury for 
their fine cooperation. 


Secondary Program, Grades 7-12 


Split sessions at the secondary level have proved to be as bother- 
some as predicted. The Millbury Building Committee is planning to 
build a middle school as well as renovate the existing junior-senior 
high school. This step will remove double-sessions and create more 
normal learning situations. In any event, we have been able to con- 
tinue our program improvements in many areas. 


The Junior High School 


One of the most important decisions we have made to benefit 
Junior High children recently has been to implement a ‘‘Language 
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Arts” program which we feel will be most beneficial to our young- 
sters. The basis to the program is “need oriented.” If a youngster 
has a particular problem in reading he is grouped according to 
that problem regardless of ability. We are in hopes of correcting 
that problem and then the youngster progresses to the next stage 
in hopes of all corrective measures being made ultimately. 


The results of the Stanford diagnostic reading test were used 
as a basis which showed us a very high percentage of children com- 
ing into the Junior High with reading probiems, some severe, some 
less severe. This is @ Unive:Sai Pproviern aud Nov unique in Milibury. 
In order to implement this program successiully, an in-service pro- 
gram lor teachers was started. The purpose of this was to acquaint 
tne teachers with the media available for use in treating these 
problems. This would inciuae au Mmate:iais and equipment used in 


the teaching process. 


This course is a regular extension course for teachers, a 15 
week course with 3 credits given to the teachers toward their incre- 
ment raises. It is given under the able direction of Mr. Eugene Scan- 
lon of Worcester State College, who has been working on a Doctorate 
in Reading from Boston College. 


In addition to acquainting the teachers with the media available 
we are hoping to assist them with dillerent teaching methodology in 
attacking the numerous problems. 


A Reading Inventory test was recently given to all youngsters, 
put out by Holt-Rinehart Co. The purpose is to use this inventory 
in determining the approach to use in dealing with eacn individua; 
child. 


Another program introduced into the Junior High has been an 
in-service drug program lor teacne:s, 10 acquaint wnem with the 
why’s and tne wheretore’s of youngsters getting into the drug prac- 
tice. It Was initiated on Tuesday, Vecemper 5, 19/2, and wii go to 
Tuesday, January 30, 1973. 


The approach used will be to acquaint the teachers with the 
communication skill needed to break down some of tne barriers 
between the “straight community” and the “drug community.” Sev- 
eral weeks Will be spent on communication skills and the rest on 
Values and Clarification skills in hopes of implementing a realstic 
drug program in the Junior High by february otf 1973. 


Still another program of importance in the Junior High will be 
implemented by September of 19/3 is tne math resource center. This 
is a lab oriented program, in which youngsters will be scneduied 
into the lab for the purpose of working on different skills through 
the use of games involving math, math calculators to find solutions 
for their problems, and other related activities to help youngsters 
with problems in math. A workshop for the junior high math teach- 
ers will be held this summer for the purpose of determining how to 
best implement this program. 


A parents’ night was held on October 26, 1972, for grades 7 & 8. 
There was a fine turnout of approximately 120 parents. On Novem- 
ber 29, 1972, we had a released time day and parent conferences were 
scheduled throughout the remainder of the day for anyone who 
asked for one.

When school opened in September, the total enrollment for 
grades 7 & 8 was 453. This is 17 less than in September of 1971. In 
grade 7, there were 222 pupils; in grade 8, there were 231. 


The High School 


At the high school, the biggest change in recent years involved 
an attempt to add diversity and humanize the traditional school ex- 
periences for high school students. This was reflected in the creation 
of PROJECT MATURE. 


During the first three months of this school year a committee, 
consisting of Mrs. Carol Gosselin, Mrs. Margaret Cronkhite, William 
Cunning, guidance director; Thomas Murray, a classroom teacher; 
Jane Brady, junior class president; John Cristo, senior class president 
and Donald Drake, high school principal, held several meetings to 
investigate the possibility of a new program at Millbury High School. 
From time to time this committee sought aid from other sources such 
as the State Department of Education, the Principal of Millis High 
School and Mr. Edward Cooney, a parent living in Millbury who is a 
guidance counselor in the Worcester Public Schools. 


At a recent School Committee meeting this committee made a 
proposal for a rather major change in our high school program. A 
description of this new program follows. 


Millbury Memorial High School offers Project MATURE (Mill- 
bury Attempts to Underwrite Real Education) as an alternative edu- 
cational experience for students during study hall and during un- 
scheduled time. Students, with the permission of their parents, will 
be required to be present in the high school only for scheduled classes 
and for those study periods other than the first and last periods. 
(First two or last two if consecutive studies.) 


Available to students will be quiet study facilities, library and 
media center, guidance facilities, cafeteria, and other areas through- 
out the school. Students will also have the opportunity to attend 
mini-courses, do independent study, participate in a work study pro- 
gram, tutor students, do volunteer work in the school or community, 
take courses at other schools or colleges, work on school activities or 
go to work. A student may simply go home, but this option is avail- 
able only to those students who actively participate in at least one 
other option. 


The student must assume greater responsibility for the use of his 
time and he is still REQUIRED TO ATTEND ALL OF HIS CLASSES 
AND TO BE ON TIME. 


The parent’s responsibility is to assure that all time is used 
profitably by his son or daughter. Violations such as tardiness or 
class cutting may mean revocation of the privilege. 


Millbury school officials are grateful for the faithful attendance 
of these parents who served on the committee and are especially 
grateful for the contribution which they made.

DAY PROGRAM 
A. January-June 1972 


1. Enrollment 


At the beginning of 1972, 85 boys were in the senior class, 112 in 
the junior class, 140 in the sophomore class and 150 in the freshman 
class, making a total of 487 boys enrolled at the Blackstone Valley 
Regional Vocational Technical High School. 


2. Pupil Selection for the Fall of 1972 


During the months of January and February all the schools in 
the member towns were visited by the Director of Pupil Personnel 
Services in order to give information to the boys in the eighth grade 
about the courses that are offered at the Blackstone Valley Regional 
Vocational Technical High School. Applications were distributed and 
the students were requested to indicate their first, second, and third 
choices among the courses offered. Specially designed information 
forms were given to each school administrator, to be completed for 
each boy who planned to make application for admission to the Black-~ 
stone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School. 


At a later date, applicant groups from the various towns were 
brought to the school so that they could visit each of the departments 
and actually see the program in operation. During the day they were 
given a series of aptitude tests involving verbal reasoning, numerical 
ability, mechanical reasoning, abstract reasoning, and spatial rela- 
tions. The scores on the above tests and the information sheet pro- 
vided by the sending school were evaluated in order to produce a 
profile of each applicant’s characteristics. Each applicant’s profile 
was recorded on a compilation sheet which served to identify the most 
qualified students in each town. Every effort was made to admit the 
best qualified boys in each town, to give them their course preference, 
to distribute the courses as equally as possible among the towns, and 
to select each boy for the course in which he appeared to have the 
best chance of success. This year we admitted 148 boys out of the 406 
who applied for admission. That means that over 250 young men who 
wanted to attend this school could not due to lack of space. 


3. Third Graduation 


The third graduation of the Blackstone Valley Regional Voca- 
tional Technical High School was held on Sunday, June 11, 1972. 82 
seniors received both their high school diplomas and their occupa- 
tional certificates from the chairman of our school committee, Kelton 
Johnson. 


In spite of the fact that this area had one of the highest unem~ 
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ployment rates in the entire state we were very successful in finding 
jobs for all of our seniors who were available for employment. Ap- 
proximately 22 percent of the graduates decided to continue their 
education at institutions of higher learning. 


B. September-December 1972 
1. Enrollment 


In September we started our seventh year of operation with 108 
seniors, 134 juniors, 139 sophomores, and 148 freshmen for a total of 
529 pupils. The number of boys from each of the towns was as fol- 
lows: 46 from Bellingham, 32 from Blackstone, 18 from Douglas, 65 
from Grafton, 24 from Hopedale, 17 from Mendon, 72 from Milford, 
61 from Millbury, 7 from Millville, 75 from Northbridge, 33 from Sut- 
ton, 27 from Upton, and 52 from Uxbridge. 


2. Exploratory Program 


This year, based upon the exverience of the previous years, we 
again decided to have all freshmen srend the entire first semester in: 
their assigned department, with the understanding that all students 
who were not sure that they were in the right department would be 
given the opportunity to explore other departments of their choice 
during the second semester. Less than 10% of the freshmen esked to 
go into the exploratory program, which clearly indicates that the vast 
majority of them were satisfied with their original choice. 


3. Cafeteria 


Our cafeteria staff continues to do an outstanding job for the 
students of our school. Once again our e7feteria wes rated in the tov 
ten in Massachusetts by the Massachusetts Bureau of Nutrition Edu- 
cation and School Food Services. The most meaningful rating is the 
extent of puvil participation. Our students p2rticivated to the extent 
of 133% while the average participation throughout the st2te was 
67%. To paraphrase an old saying — ‘the proof of the rating is in 
the eating.” 


4. Lincoln Arc Welding Fcundation Awards 


For the fifth successive year Blackstone Valley Tech has fin‘shed 
first in the entire United States in awards won by its students in the 
annual Lincoln Arc Welding Foundation contest. 


Competing with hundreds of high schools throughout the country, 
15 Valley Tech students won a total of $2000 in prize money for them- 
selves and the school. They won a First National Grand Award, a 
Second National Grand Award, and seven Regional Awards. 


The Lincoln Electric Company created the James F. Lincoln Arc 
Welding Foundation in 1936 to encourage interest and study in are 
welding. The Foundation sponsors the Arc Welding Awards annually 
for full-time high school, technical or vocational school students in 
the United States 19 years old or younger. This award program offers 
an opportunity to compete for $15,000 in regional and national cash 
awards. These awards are made for the best written reports describ- 
ing arc welded school shop proiects. The entry must not be more than 
25 pages in length and should contain detailed descriptions of the 
Ce ee adh all necessary calculations, photographs, sketches and 

rawings. 


Of the 15 Valley Tech students winning the awards, we in Mill- 
bury had the honor of having four of the winners including the First 
and Second National Grand Awards. 
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Randall Rixham, son of Mr. and Mrs. Lewis W. Rixham, 8 John 
Street, received the First National Grand Award and received $500. 
for himself, and $250. for the school. 


Dennis Nash, son of Mr. and Mrs. Harold E. Nash, 41 Grafton 
Street, received the Second National Grand Award and received $400. 
for himself and $200. for the school. 


David Dore, son of Mr. and Mrs. Gerard V. Dore, 159 Wheelock 
Avenue, and Thomas Weidman, son of Mr. and Mrs. Robert F. Weid- 
man, 50 Maple Street, were both winners in the Sixth Regional 
Awards and received $25. each. 


5. Cooperative Training Program for Seniors 


The Cooperative Training Program is for seniors who have been 
certified by their instructors as being qualified to perform the work 
of their specialty in a highly satisfactory manner. This program in- 
volves on-the-job training during the week that the student would 
ordinarily be in his school shop. On the alternate week the boy will 
return to school for his academic and related work. Cooperative pupils 
must be paid wages during the work week at the cooperating estab- 
lishment reasonably comparable to those paid to other persons doing 
similar work in the same company. While the students work the same 
hours and under the same conditions as other employees, they are 
legally considered as members of our student body rather than em- 
ployees in the usual sense of the word. 


Over one half of the seniors are in the Cooperative Training Pro- 
gram and We have many more placement opportunities than we can 
fill at the present time. We feel that this program has been very suc- 
cessful because it gave our seniors an opportunity to get on-the-job 
training while they were still in school and at the same time it pro- 
vided the employer an opportunity to have the services of a young 
man who has both skill and technical knowledge. The majority of the 
seniors became full-time employees of the cooperating companies 
upon graduation. 


ADULT TRAINING PROGRAMS 
1. Evening Trade Extension Courses 


The evening trade extension courses for adults started Monday, 
October 2, 1972. These classes are open to persons over 16 years of 
age who are not attending school and who can show evidence of trade 
contact with the specific training desired. The following courses were 
offered: Auto Body Repair, Auto Mechanics, Mill and House Carpen- 
try, Electronics, Electrical, Machine Shop, Metal Fabrication, Plant 
Maintenance, Drafting, Graphic Arts, Plumbing, and Blueprint Read- 
ing. A total of 461 adults were enrolled in these courses. The number 
of students from each of the towns was as follows: 18 from Belling- 
ham, 24 from Blackstone, 16 from Douglas, 38 from Grafton, 10 from 
Hopedale, 20 from Mendon, 73 from Milford, 22 from Millbury, 4 from 
Millville, 86 from Northbridge, 18 from Sutton, 42 from Upton, and 
53 from Uxbridge. We enrolled an additional 37 students from towns 
that are not members of our regicnal school district. The tuition for 
these students was paid for by their towns. 


CONCLUSION 


Midway through our seventh school year we feel that the Black- 
stone Valley Regional Vocational Technical High School is operating 
efficiently and serving the people of the area effectively in several 
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divergent capacities, as shown in the number of students who enrolled 
in the regular day program and in the adult training program: 


1. 529 freshman, sophomore, junior and senior boys in the day 
program. 


2. 461 men and women in the Evening Trade Extension program. 


Thus we have offered about 1000 people the opportunity to fur- 
ther their education and to increase their vocational skills. In addi- 
tion, our school is in operation from 8:00 A.M. to 9:30 P.M. every day 
except Friday when we close at 3:00 P.M. 


1972 has been a good year for us, and the reason lies in great 
measure in the cooperation between the staff, students, and the com- 
munities we serve. We have come to expect this loyalty and support, 
but we hope We will never take it for granted; therefore, it is fitting 
that each year when we report on our school’s progress, we close with 
a sincere expression of gratitude to all who make it possible. 


The total operating expenses and capitol assessment for the town 
from 1/1/73 to 6/30/74 will be 119,039.00. Estimated income from 
Chapter 779 is 199,552.00 the net cost to town will be minus 80,513.00.

To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the county 
of Worcester. 


GREETINGS: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Millbury 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to meet at their respec- 
tive voting places to wit: Precinct No. 1 at the basement of the Baptist 
Church; Precinct No. 2 at the Elmwood Street School; Precinct No. 3 
at the Memorial High School; Precinct No. 4 at the Dorothy Manor 
School; and Precinct No. 5 at the East Millbury School on Saturday 
the tenth day of March, next at 8:00 in the forenoon, to elect the fol- 
lowing officers to wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a member of the Planning Board and 
one member of the Re-Development Authority for a term of one (1) 
year; one member of the Planning Board, one Trustee of the Public 
Library for a term of two (2) years; one Selectman, one Auditor, one 
Assessor, and two members of the School Committee, one Trustee of 
the Public Library, one Cemetery Commissioner, one member of the 
Board of Health, one member of the Sewerage Commission, one 
Moderator, one Tree Warden, all for a term of three (3) years; one 
member of the Planning Board and one member of the Parks Com- 
mission all for a term of five (5) years. And the following question: 
Shall the Town approve a new Charter recommended and proposed 
by the Charter Commission as summarized below: Yes or No. 


Upon approval by the voters of the Town of Millbury this Charter 
shall become partially effective in order to permit the Registrars of 
Voters, the Town Clerk, and other election officers of the Town to 
prepare for a special Election to be held on Saturday, the 2nd of 
June, 1973. 


Upon approval of the voters of the Town of Millbury, this charter 
shall become fully effective for all purposes following the regular 
Town election in May, 1975. 


The proposed Charter provides for the retention of an open Town 
Meeting, but it proposes the following changes: 


1. The transfer of the Annual Town Meeting to the month of 
May. 


2. Rules governing the Town Meeting procedures will be more 
clearly defined and summaries of said rules will be made 
available. 


The Charter also provides for the election of the Board of Select- 
men, but it increases the size of that Board from 3 to 5 members. 
Other officers and members of the Town Boards to be elected by a 
vote of the whole Town shall be: a) The Town Moderator; b) The 
School Committee; c) The Housing Authority; d) The Re-Develop- 
ment Authority; e) The Board of Library Trustees; and f) such Town 
members of the Regional District Committees and authorities as now 
are or may be established by general law or inter-governmental 
agreement. 


The proposed Charter further provides for the appointment of a 
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Town Manager by the Board of Selectmen. The Town Manager will 

have the necessary power to carry out all administrative, personnel, 

budgetary, planning and purchasing responsibilities as well as have 

ai power to make the necessary appointments to carry out those 
uties. 


The proposed Charter further provides for a coordination of 
financial procedure and improved planning. 


ARTICLE 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for 
the year ensuing and to meet on March 3, 1973, at 2:00 p.m. in the 
Memorial High School Gymnasium in said Millbury and to act on the 
following articles to wit: 


ARTICLE 3. To hear the reports of several Town Officers and 
Committees and act thereon. 


ARTICLE 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town Charges for the year ensuing, in- 
cluding sums for the lighting of streets, the salaries of town officials, 
the maintenance of the Town Library, the observance of Memorial 
and Veterans Days, care and improvement of cemeteries, care of 
clocks, care of fire alarms, the use of the Tree Warden, the use of 
Department of Veterans’ Services, use of Emergency Dispatcher, 
salaries of Fire and Police Departments, Retirement Pensions, Town 
Engineer, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 5. To choose any Committee or Committees that may 
be thought necessary. 


ARTICLE 6. Tosee if the Town will vote to authorize the Trea- 
surer, With the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow in anticipation 
of the revenue for the eighteen month period beginning January 1, 
1973, in accordance with General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and 
acts in amendment thereof, and including in addition thereto, Chap- 
ter 849 of the Acts of 1969, as amended, and to renew any note or 
notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance 
with General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. 


ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Three Thousand Dollars ($3,000.00) to sponsor a 
band concert and fire works to be held on the 4th of July, 1973, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Board of Assessors to uSe a sum not in excess of that approved by the 
Director of Accounts as Millbury’s ‘“‘Free Cash” to reduce the tax rate 
in 1973, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro-

To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to purchase a One-ton Dump Truck to be used 
by the Sewerage Department for sewer line construction and main- 
tenance, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Four Thousand Dollars ($4,000.00) for the purpose 
of purchasing and installing 2 new gasoline tanks, one 10,000 gallon 
tank and one 5,000 gallon tank, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to purchase a 1973 Three-quarter Ton Four- 
wheel Drive Pick-up Truck for the use of the Parks and Recreation 
Department, said purchase to be made according to Town By-law, 
or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to purchase two (2) new police cruisers, said 
purchase to be made under competitive bidding by a committee com- 
posed of the Board of Selectmen and the Police Chief, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Two Thousand Three Hundred Seventy-five Dollars 
($2,375.00) to install electric service to the Landfill Operation Site, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Twenty-six Thousand Fight Hundred Dollars 
($26,800.00) to connect the Millbury public elementary schools (lo- 
cated within the bounds of the present sewer lines) into the Town’s 
system, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for unpaid bills for 1971 for Veterans benefits, 
or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for unpaid bills for 1972 for Veterans benefits, 
or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 32. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00) for the purpose 
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of paying all of Philip Day’s hospital, medical, dental, surgical, 
nursing, pharmaceutical, prosthetic, and related expenses incurred as 
a result of injuries Sustained while acting in the performance of his 
duties as a fireman, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 33. To see if the Town will vote to install ‘No Park- 
ing in Between Signs” at anytime at the east end of Sycamore Street 
on the northerly side starting from the fire hydrant in a westerly 
direction for a distance of about two hundred (200) feet more or less, 
or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to enable the Board of Selectmen to engage an 
engineering consultant to advise the Town on the feasibility of ac- 
quiring the Massachusetts Water Works Company and to report back 
not later than the next Annual Town Meeting or at a Special Town 
Meeting called for that purpose, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to rescind Section 11 
of Article 15 of the General By-laws of the Town as it was enacted 
under Article 4 of the Warrant and voted at the Special Town Meet- 
ing held November 27, 1972, and substitute the following: Section 11, 
the permanent sewer privilege fee shall be at the rate of $500.00 per 
unit. For the purpose of this By-law, the number of units to be 
assessed on each such connection shall be as follows: 


A. Residential use 


1. Each single family building connected directly to the 
Town sewer system shall be assessed as one unit. 


2. Each dwelling unit in a multiple family dwelling, whether 
connected to the Town sewer system directly or indirectly, 
shall be assessed one full unit and one-half unit for each 
additional unit in the dwelling. For the purpose of this 
section, multiple family dwellings shall be deemed to 
include, but not to be limited to, more than single family 
buildings, apartment houses, complexes, town houses, 
condominiums, or otherwise. 


3. In the case of approved subdivisions, when branch or 
secondary mains are installed and paid for by developers, 
or by persons other than the Town of Millbury each sin- 
gle family dwelling connected to the Town sewer system 
shall be assessed one-half unit for a period of five years 
from the date of the original subdivision Plan Approval 
by the Planning Board. Section (11,A,1) shall apply to 
all connections made after the original 5 year period. 


B. Other uses 


1. For uses other than residential, there shall be an assess- 
ment of a minimum of one unit, and an additional unit 
for every 10,000 square feet of floor space, or Major por- 
tion thereof, exceeding an initial 10,000 square feet, up to 
a total of 50,000 square feet of floor space; and an addi- 
tional unit for every 25,000 square feet of floor space, or 
major portion thereof exceeding the initial 50,000 square 
feet. 


2. In the case of approved commercial or industrial sub- 
divisions, when branch or secondary mains are installed 
and paid for by developers or by persons other than the 
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Town of Millbury the charges assessed shall be one-half 
of the charges described in Section (11,B,1) for a period 
of five years from the date of the original Subdivision 
Plan Approval, Section (11,B,1) shall apply to all connec- 
tions made after the original 5 year period. 


C. Changes in use 


1. When a sewer has previously been connected, in residen- 
tial uses when additional dwelling units are added, a fee 
of one-half unit per additicnal dweiling unit shall be 
assessed. 


2. When a sewer has previously been connected, in uses 
other than residential when additional tloor space is 
added, a fee shall be assessed of one unit for each addi- 
tional 10,000 square feet of floor space, or major portion 
thereof, up to a total of 50,000 square feet of total floor 
space of the building; and an additional unit for every 
25,000 square feet ot floor space, or major portion there- 
of, exceeding the initial 50,000 square feet. 


ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purpose of installing municipal sewers 
on Rice Road, Aldrich Avenue, Thomas Hill Road, and Captain Peter 
Simpson Road, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the purpose of installing municipal sewers 
on Woodland Street, Leslie Lane, Sullivan Place, Forest Drive, and 
Philip Drive, also known as Holiday Hills, or take any action thereon.

ARTICLE 83. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to correct a drainage problem in the vi- 
cinity of 265-267 Riverlin Street, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 84. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to correct a drainage problem in the 
vicinity of 4 Lincoln Avenue and 6 Lincoln Avenue, or take any ac- 
tion thereon. 


ARTICLE 85. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to correct a drainage problem on Carleton 
Road in the vicinity of the residence of Richard E. Morrissette, or 
take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 86. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to correct a drainage problem in front of 
the Robert J. Bernard residence located on the easterly side of Bur- 
bank Street near the Sutton Town Line, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 87. To see if the Town will vote to accept a drain- 
age easement from Robert J. Bernard, Burbank Street for the pur- 
pose of constructing and maintaining a drain on his property for 
the purpose of Article 86, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 88. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to grade and oil Rogers Street to its 
completion, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 89. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to surface Orchard Street from that sec- 
tion of the road that is presently surfaced to the end of the street, 
or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 90. To see if the Town will vote to accept Farns- 
worth Court as a public street, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 91. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to continue the final and third phase of 
the reconstruction of Auburn Road, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 92. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to continue the final and third phase of 
the reconstruction of Elm Court, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 93. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Gen- 
eral By-laws of the Town by adopting a Dog Control Law as follows 
under Chapter 140, Section 173 of the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts as Article 18 of the General By-laws, or take 
any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 18 
Town of Millbury — Dog Control Law 
Section 1. Permitting a dog to become a public nuisance. 
No owner or Keeper of any dog shall permit such dog, whether li- 
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censed or unlicensed, to become a public nuisance within the Town 
of Millbury between the hours of 7.00 a.m. and 9:00 a.m. 


Section 2. Definition of terms. 


(a) “Dog” shall mean all animals of the canine species, both 
male and female. 


(b) “Owner” shall mean any person or persons, firm, association 
3 tee cont owning, keeping, or harboring a dog as herein de- 
ined. 


(c) “Public Nuisance” —- Any dog shall be deemed to be a 
public nuisance if not found to be on the premises of the owner of 
such dog or upon the premises of another person with the knowledge 
and expressed permission of such other person, except; 


(1) If such a dog is attached to a restraining device and 
under the care and control of a person competent to restrain 
said dog so that it shall not be a threat to public safety, and the 
mere muzzling of said dog shall not satisfy the requirements of 
this by-law. 


(2) If such a dog is being used as a so-called “hunting dog’”’ 
and is being supervised as such by a person competent to restrain 
such dog so that it shall not be a threat to public safety. 


Section 3. Impounding. 


It shall be the duty of the Dog Officer to investigate complaints 
concerning any dogs which are alleged to be in violation of this 
by-law and to apprehend any dog found by him to be a public nui- 
sance and to impound such dog in a suitable place or to order the 
owner thereof to restrain such dog. 


Section 4. Notice to owner and redemption. 


If such a dog so impounded has upon it the name and address of 
the owner thereof, or if the name of the owner is otherwise known 
then the Dog Officer shall immediately notify the owner and if the 
owner is not known then no notice shall be necessary. 


The owner of any dog so impounded may reclaim such dog upon 
reimbursement to the Dog Officer of his expenses for maintaining 
such dog while impounded, In any event the Dog Officer shall not 
charge more than Two Dollars ($2.00) for a reimbursement of said 
expenses for each twenty-four hour period or any part thereof that 
the dog is held by him, plus Five Dollars ($5.00) as a tee tor tne 
initia] handling of such dog, provided, however, if the dog is not 
licensed, that before release to any person by the Dog Officer, a li- 
cense as required by the Town of Millbury shall be secured. 


Section 5. Disposition of Unclaimed Dogs. 
Any dog which has been impounded and has not been redeemed by 
the owner within Ten (10) days shall be disposed of as provided by 
Section 151A Chapter 140 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts and any amendment thereto. 


Section 6. Penalty. 


Any owner found in violation of any of the provisions of this by-law 
shall be punished by a fine of not more than Ten Dollars ($10.00) 
in accordance with the following schedule of fines. 
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(a) For the first offense in any calendar year a fine of Two 
Dollars ($2.00) shall be imposed. 


(b) For the second offense in any calendar year a fine of Five 
Dollars ($5.00) shall be imposed. 


(c) For the third and each subsequent offense in any calendar 
year a fine of Ten Dollars ($10.00) shall be imposed. 


This schedule of fines has been established in accordance with Sec- 
tion 173A Chapter 140 of the General Laws of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts, as amended. All fines provided for in this by-law 
shall be collected in accordance with Section 174 Chapter 140 of the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Section 7. Effective Date. 


This by-law shall take effect upon its passage by the Town Meeting 
of the Town of Millbury, and upon approval of the Attorney Gen- 
eral for the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


Section 8. Construction. 


No section of this by-law shall be construed to be contrary to the 
General Laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts and shall be 
interpreted to comply with and supplement such laws. 


Section 9. Disposition of Funds. 


Any funds collected pursuant to the provisions of this by-law by the 
Dog Officer shall be accounted for and paid to the Town Treasurer 
at such a time and in such manner as may be designated by the 
Town Treasurer. 


ARTICLE 94. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 
35 Environmental Controls, of the Millbury Zoning By-laws by add- 
ing the following new subsection, or take any action thereon. 


“35.6 Fences. No boundary fence, wall. or hedge shall exceed 
six feet in height, and no fence which obstructs vision shall 
exceed thirty inches in height within any required front yard 
or within twenty feet of the street, whichever is the lesser 
requirement, except that the Board of Appeals may grant a 
special permit for higher fences in cases where such wil] not 
endanger health or safety, or unreasonably impair vision or 
circulation of air.” 


ARTICLE 95. To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 4, 
Special Regulations of the Millbury Zoning By-law by adding the 
following new section, or take any action thereon. 


“Section 4.5 Horse Control. Corrals, paddocks, and other 
structures for housing horses, ponies, or similar animals, shall 
be located at least 200 feet from any principal building not on 
the same lot, and not less than 50 feet from any lot or street 
line. Not more than one horse shall be allowed per acre of lot 
area or fraction thereof.” 


ARTICLE 96. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 34 
Sign Requirements, of the Millbury Zoning By-laws as follows, or 
take any action thereon. 


1. deleting the second sentence in Subsection 34.21(c) 
(dealing with temporary signs) and by adding the following new 
subsection: 
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“34.4. Temporary Signs. Temporary signs, posters, banners, 
or the like for any political, charitable, philantropic, or civic 
campaign, movement, or event shall be allowed only within the 
limits prescribed for permanent signs. All such signs shall be 
identified (singly or in groups) on a permit from the Building 
Inspector. Such devices shall be removed within 14 days of the 
termination of the campaign or event or elimination of the can- 
didacy, whichever is later.” 


2. revising Section 12.2 by inserting the phrase “or sign of 
more ae 2 sq. ft. sign area,” so that the first clause of Section 
12.2 reads: 


“No structure of more than 64 sq. ft. floor area or sign of more 
than 2 sq. ft sign area shall be erected or externally altered 
without a building permit having been issued by the Building 
TuSspectors. 


ARTICLE 97. To see if the Town will vote to amend Subsec- 
tion 12.3, Permit Application, of the Millbury Zoning By-law by 
changing it to read as follows, or take any action thereon. 


“12.3 Permit Application. Applications for permits for con- 
struction shall be accompanied by two prints of a plan of the 
lot, drawn to scale and certified by a registered surveyor or 
engineer, showing the actual dimensions of the lot, exact lo- 
cation and size of any existing or proposed buildings, and streets 
and ways adjacent to the lot. Where such are involved, any 
parking areas for six or more cars and their means of egress, 
and any required screening or landscaping, shall also be shown. 
In cases where there may be reasonable doubt, the Building In- 
spector may require either a surveyor’s certification that the lo- 
cation of the building foundation is in substantial conformity 
with the plot plan, or a certified plot plan locating the founda- 
tion as built.” 


ARTICLE 98. To see if the Town will vote to amend Section 
35, Environmental Controls, of the Millbury Zoning By-laws by add- 
ing Section 35.6, to read as follows, or take any action thereon. 


“35.6 Vegetation Removal. No area of an acre or larger shall 
have existing vegetation clear-stripped or be filled 6 in. or more 
such as to destroy existing vegetation unless in conjunction 
with agricultural activity, or unless under a currently valid 
building permit, or unless within streets designated on an ap- 
proved sub-division plan; or unless a Special permit is approved 
by the Board of Appeals, on condition that runoff will be con- 
trolled, erosion avoided, and either a constructed surface or nat- 
ural vegetation will be provided within a reasonable period, for 
the assurance of which a bond may be required.”’ 


ARTICLE 99. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Mill- 
bury Zoning By-law by amending the zoning map, deleting from the 
Suburban I District and placing in the Industrial District an area 
bounded on the north by the Worcester City line and a line parallel 
to and 200 feet southerly of the southerly sideline of Wales Street; 
on the east by Broad Meadow Brook; on the south by the Massachu- 
setts Turnpike; and on the west by a line 500 feet easterly of and 
parallel to the easterly sideline of Park Hill Avenue and 200 feet 
easterly of and parallel to the easterly sideline of Foxboro Street and 
that line extended. 
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ARTICLE 100. Tosee if the Town will vote to amend the Mill- 
bury Zoning By-law by inserting the following new subsection at the 
end of Section 32—Dimensional Regulations and Exceptions as fol- 
lows, or take any action thereon. 


“32.7 Lot Line Markers. The location of every side lot line 
newly established after July 1, 1973, shall be defined by a gran- 
ite or concrete monument not less than 34 in. long and not less 
than four inches square, placed at the point of intersection of 
the side lot line with the street line, such monument to be in 
place prior to issuance of an occupancy permit for any new or 
altered structure.” 


ARTICLE 101. To see if the Town will vote to amend the Mill- 
bury General By-laws by inserting the following new section in Arti- 
cle 14—Use of Public Ways as follows, or take any action thereon. 


“Section 17. The Board of Selectmen may, after consultation 
with the Planning Board, adopt and from time to time amend 
reasonable regulations governing width, profile, and construc- 
tion of the portions of driveways constructed within street right- 
of-way so as to ensure drainage adequacy and safety of egress, 
and requiring written permits from the Selectmen or a person 
designated by them for all future driveway entrances.”’
